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ARTICLE LE 


: Membership in WNYU shall be open to all undergraduates 
of New York University. lietubership will be granted to 

. @ student on the basis of his willingness. to work and 
_Comoperate with others and his general aptitude for 


radio works 
ARTICLE III 


The aduinistrative. positions of WNYU and. their 
respective duties shall be: 


i. The Station tienager; He shall be the 
president of the station and shall act as the officer with 


ultimate responsibility forall activities; he shall 
confirm all proposed. broadcasting naterials he shall ‘act 
as Presiding Chairman of Ball, neetings: of the Departuent 
Heads of the station, when these directors ueet as a 
group, and of all the meetings of the members of the 
station at large; he shall have the ultimate responsibility 
of maintaining the ideals and standards of the station, - 
2. dhe Chief Ungineer: He shall head the. 
technical staff of the station; he shall be responsible 
for the repair and maintenance of all technical, equip~ 
ment; he shall be responsible for the training and 
performance of contzol room operators. The operation 
of the tape recorders and the mechanics of recordings 
Shall be under his controle : 

: 3. Ihe Program Director: He shall arrange 
and schedule the material to be presented on the ain; 
he. shall be in charge of the prograi staff; he shall 
at all times workin conjunction with the officers of 
other departments in carrying out his duties; he shall 
have the sole responsibility for the functioning of the 
program schedule; he shall be in charge of all peeparory 
prepanatory matters. involved in: actual broadcasting. ; 


4e the Treasurer; He: shall maintain a 
colplete record of all financial transactions, supplying 
the Station wanager with a uonthly: sumuary of financial 
matters, and with a complete record of the financial 
status of the station at least once each school semester; 
he shall head a comiulittee responsible $0-she-bzesran 
for preparing a yearly projected budjet. 

De the Sports virector: He shall be 
responsible for the coverage and/or broadcasting of ald 
Sports activities covered by the station; he shall be 
directly res,onsible to the’ Program Director and shall 
reccommend. to him sports events to be covered; he shall 
be responsible for the training of sports announcers, 

6. Record Librarian: He shall be responsible 
forthe. care and Wlaintenance of all recordings and tapes 
owned by or in thé care of the station; he shall work 
with the Station lanager on all Record Contracts. and shall 
be in. charge of the procurement of recordings. 


of News: He shall be 

; ng; programing, and broad= 
casting of all news concerning the University; he shail 
also maintain close liason with: the Heights Daily News. 

8... The Chief Announcer: He ‘shall. ‘be 

responsible for the training and sélection of all announcers; 
he shall be. responsible for the actions of. ali announcers 
while they are on the airy.he shall be directly responsible 
to the Progranu Director, 


Qe. The. Faloulty Advisor: He shall guide. the 
officers of the Station in ineiy duties with his comments 
and criticisms, and shall act as a liason between these 
officers and the University, 

10... The Station Wanager shall have the 
authority to create any other positions’ which he. feels 
are necessary to the efficient running of ‘the station, 


Article. IV 


Administrative Structure And 
Policy Formation 


le. The Station Manager shall select, from 
the various Department Directors, those individuals he 
wishes to have form his Executive Committee, He shall, 
if he deems necessary, select. any other member of the 
station: to. fill a position on the Executive Commitee. 

« the Executive Committee shall consist 
. Of at least three members but hot more than ten. 

; de The duties of the Executive Committee 
shall be to act as a consultative body to. the Station 
Manager. 

4e. The Station manager, in. consultation 
with the Executive Comittee, shall be responsible for 
the formulation of station policy. 

5e Station Policy may be formulated by . the 
Station anager in informal discussions with. the ineiim 
hers of the Executive Committee, 

a There shall be, however, at least 
two formal meetings a year between the Station Mariager 
and the entire Executive Comuittee, 
be The major policy plans for the year 
Shall be discussed and formulated at these two formal 
meetings. 

6.. The members of. the Executive Committee, 
acting as members of the General nembership, may, at. 
any time, move for the impeachment of: the Station manager 
if they feel he is being derilect, in his duties. 


Impeachment procedures shall pe carried out in accordance 
with Article XII. 


Article V 


All. meetings of the station members at large will be 
held no less than twice per school year. At such meetings 
voting will’ be held on all neasures: prescribed necessary 
for approval by ‘the membership in this constitution,

Article VI 


The Station Manager shall be the only elected officer 
of the station. All other officers ‘shall be appainted 
by the newly elected Station wanager, The Station Meneger 
Shall be elected in the following manner: . 

is The outgoing Station Nanager and his 

Executive Committee shall reeeommend, to the General 
Membership, one or more persons who they feel would 
capably fill the position of Station manager, 
2. In order for an individual to be elected, 
he must yeceive the vote of TwoeThirds (2/3) of a Quorum 
of the cfreral Membership; a quorum being. constituted by 
ThreeeFourths (3/4)-of the General Membership. 
Be If none of the people recpommended by 
the outgoing officers are approved, the members of the 
Station may place in nomination any mmber of people for - 
the position of Station lwanager. these nominees shall be’ 
Subject to the same elegtoral procedurés referred to in 


paragraph two of this articl

Unexcused absence from a meeting of the menber- 
Ship at large may subject the abséntee to a fine of 
fifty cents (4550), 

Absences from, or lateness to, a prograii assignment 
lay subject the violater toa fine of fifty certs ($650), 
at the discretion of the Program Director, ixeessive 
abuses will subject the violater to dismissal from the 
station, 


Article x 


luembership dues are to be no more. than $2.00 for 
the initial semester of membership and no more than @.00 
for each succeeding semester, Such dues are to be 
payable to the Treasurer no later than the thirtieth day 
of October and the last day: of Februarye Equal dues will 
be assessed of all ‘menbers. members who have not paid 
dues will be subject to imiediate disuissal from the 
stations : \ 


Article XI. 


All memberse of WNYU shall have the following 
fundamental rights: 

_ 1. ‘The Station Manager shall call no meetings 
o£ the General Membership without having previously 
notified every member of the station of the time, date, 
and location of said meetings, 

eo The Station manager and/or his entire 
Executive Staff shala be subject to impeachnent,by the 
General iwembership, : Soe 


Article XII 


Any Executive kiewber of WNYU shall be subject to 
Impeachment ig the following ways: : 

1. THs Executive Officers of the station may 
call for the impeachment of either the Station luanuger or 
any other Executive Officers 

& Those bxecutive Ufficers nwoving for 
the impeachment of an individual shall be required to. 
notify the Station Nanager of their intended course of 
action. ‘De The Station sarager, upon receipt of 
the. information referred. to in paragraph one, subéhause 
a of this article, shall be required to call emeeting 

of the: General lienbership within two weeks from the 
day on which he is informed of the impeachment intentions, 
2s Any membey included in the General 
liembership may move for the impeachuent of (any) Bxecutive 
officer by obtaining the signatures of fifteen (15) 
members who are in favor of carrying out the impeachnent 


of an individual, 

a. Once the’ colection of fifteen(15, 
signatures has been completed-the member or members moving 
for the impeachment must présent these Signatures to “the 
Station Nanager. 


be The Station lianager, upon meceipt of 
these signatures, shall be required to. call a neeting of 
the General lembership within two weeks from the day on 
which he received the signatures, 
3e Any individual brought before a General 

luembership meeting, called for the purpose of his 
impeachment, and which has been convened in either of the 
ways referred to.in this article, shall be removed from 
his position only by by Two-Thirds (2/3) of a quorum 
voting in favor of said person's. removal from his position, 

@ <A quorum shall consist of Three~ 
Fourths (3/4) of the General Wewbership. 

be any person impeached in the marmer 
described in this article shall lose all his privileges 
as a member of WNYU, and shall have his name removed 
from the official roster of the station, which shall 
be on file in. the Office of Student Activities. 


Article XTIIT 


Amendments to this Constitution shall be recommended, 
in written form, to the station hanager at any and/or 
all. General Membership Meetings. 

; ls The General membership way, at any time, 
convene. a General iwembership meeting b obtaining the 
signatures of no less than fifteen (15) menbers and 
presenting sais signatures to the station Nanager, 

a. dhe Station wanager, upon receipt of. 
these signatures,shall be required to call a ‘meeting of 
the General liembership within two weeks from the date 
he received the required Signatures. : 

2. All amendments to this Constitution shali 
not be retroactive. 

3 Two-Thirds (2/3) of the General embers 
ship. voting in favor of an amendment shall constitute 
ratification. 

4e. This Constitution shall be abbrogated only 
by Two=Thirds: (2/3) of the General Membership voting in 
favor of Ab¥rogation at an announced neeting of: the 
General Membership. :
